IT LEADS’ TO MOBS 


JUDGE EVANS ATTACKS R. F. ROY 
FOR FREEING W O M A N ’S 


ASSAILANTS. 


HE SET ASIDE A VERDICT IN CASE 


The Four Men Discharged Were Tried 
and Convicted By Separate Jur­ 
ies of “ Best Men In the 
Com munity.” 


St. Louis, Mo., July 21.—Judge Wil­ 
liam N. Evans, of the Twentieth Ju­ 
dicial Circuit of Missouri, has written 
a letter to the St. Louis Republic de­ 
nouncing as an insult and an incen­ 
tive to mob violence the action of 


Judge Reuben F. Roy, supreme court 
commissioner, in reversing the con­ 
viction of four men who were sen­ 
tenced by Judge Evans for attacking 
Mrs. Thomas Mullane, 18 years old, 
near Annapolis, Mo., October 19, 1912. 
His denunciation of 
the 
commis­ 
sioner’s action in setting the men at 
liberty, after they had been sentenc­ 
ed from five to eight years each for 
the “most revolting 
and 
shameful” 
crime that has come upder his ob­ 
servation in twenty-four years on the 
bench, follows closely Commissioner 
Roy’s decision in the case of Charles 
Farris, who was indicted with three 
others en the charge of attack, and 
sentenced to five years. 
Farris was 
tried 
separately, 
as 
were the three others, all of them 
before Judge Evans. Judge Roy held 
that lite crime had riot been proven 
and bis reversal of the Farris verdict 
brought about the discharge of Far­ 
ris, Elmier Lloyd, Charles Middleton 
and William Brewer, all of whom had 
appealed. 
Judge Evans declares their 
guilt was proven beyond a doubt. 
Mrs. Mullane, 
immediately 
after 
the crime, said that thirteen young 
men of Annapolis followed her and 
ber 
husband 
down 
the 
railroad 
tracks and that several of them drag­ 
ged her to a place near by, where 
she was repeatedly attacked by the 
thirteen men, while lier husband was 
held a prisoner near by. 
She was 
held captive all day. 
She identified seven of her assail­ 
ants. 
The tour who were discharg­ 
ed under Judge Roy’s findings were 
given the heaviest sentences when 
it was proven they took a - leading 
part in tile affair. 
Three others of 
the p a r t y are serving terms of tw’o 
years in the penitentiary after plead­ 
ing guilty to an attempt to rape. The 
crime aroused Iron county and all of 
that region of Missouri, and feeling 
ran high against the perpetrators.

He

caption, “The Strike 
Question,” the following statement is 
made to the public by the enginemen 
on the more than fifty western rail­ 
roads that are involved in the con­ 
troversy, and is published 
by 
the 
Democrat at tho request of a com­ 
mittee of local members of the Bro­ 
therhood of- Locomotive Engineers: 
The attention of the public is re­ 
spectfully called to some facts in con­ 
nection with this controversy. 
Out 
of every one hundred engineers pro­ 
moted, exceedingly few enter the cab 
of a locomotive as a regular passen­ 
ger engineer, and not many become 
a regular freight engineer, thus indi­ 
cating the terrible rate at which the 
work of selection cuts into the great 
numbers of men who seek employ­ 
ment on locomotives. 
This rapid work of elimination is 
brought about by the exacting physi­ 
cal examinations that men working 
in engine service are subjected to, to­ 
gether with the large per cent that 
are killed and maimed, and those who 
find themselves unable to withstand 
tile hardships and exposures of the 
service. 
Increased 
responsibilities 
have 
piled upon the enginemen in propor­ 
tion to the sizes and weights of en­ 
gines and trains and further exactions 
by 
way 
of 
improved safety appli­ 
ances which have also added to the 
labor and responsibility of the en 
lineman . With the advent of the 
block signal, and other appliances, 
many 
railroads 
have introduced a 
system of surprise lords that add ma­ 
terially to the already nerve-racking 
work of enginemen. 
In this conner 
Hon it should be understood that en- 
ginemen do not object to such prac­ 
tical tests as will demonstrate their 
efficiency and their desire to observe 
the lu'es. 
These increased burdens, together 
with the greatly increased cost of 
living, were the causes that induced 
the $ linemen la the w stern terri­ 
tory to make certain requests upon 
the managers of the 
western 
rail­ 
roads. 
These requests carried mod­ 
erate increases in rates and some im­ 
provement 
in 
working 
rules 
that 
have for their purpose the standardi­ 
zation of wages and working condi­ 
tions, which were to be revisions and 
additions to the present schedule and 
rules 
governing 
enginemen in the 
western territory. 
When these re­ 
quests were submitted to the man 
agers of western railroads, instead of 
meeting their enginemen and han­ 
dling these requests as had been the 
custom in the past, they terminated 
all agreements in the western terri­ 
tory and submitted a counter-propo­ 
sition that had for its purpose the 
complete revolution of the system of 
compensation and the rules governing 
the handling of men that 
had 
re­ 
quired more than thirty years to build 
up. 
The committee of enginemen met 
the committee of general managers in 
early February and several months 
of conference followed, in which the 
propositions of both sides were dis­ 
cussed. 
In 
these 
conferences the 
general managers’ committee was not 
only unwilling to grant a single re­ 
quest made by the enginemen, but 
were 
so 
insistent 
upon 
enforcing 
their obnoxious rules that there was 
nothing lcfL to do but to break off 
negotiations and place the whole mat 
ter before the enginemen and ascer 
tain through their 
expressed 
vote 
their acceptance or rejection of the 
proposition of the general managers’ 
committee. 
This having been done, 
the vote of the men 
is 
practically 
unanimous in their rejection^ of the 
general managers’ proposition. 
Much as locomotive enginemen de­ 
plore a strike, they gave, this unani­ 
mous expression in tho honest belief 
that the very life of their organize 
Hon and the wages 
and 
conditions 
that had required 
thirty 
years 
to 
build up was at stake, and that this 
strike vote, w as their only weapon of 
defense against an impending disas- 
aster in the form of a sweeping re­ 
duction in pay by the elimination of 
rules long in effect, and the introduc­ 
tion of working

make possible abuses that would be 
unbearable.

actions on the part of operating offi­ 
cials. 
The last general wage movement of 
the engineers and firemen in western 
territory 
was consummated during 
the year 1910, at which time about a 
IO per cent increase wras granted. 
Since 1910 the railroads have made 
great strides in their 
facilities 
for 
handling business, the most potent of 
which is the enormous increase in 
the size of their cars and the power 
of their locomotives and in the re­ 
duction of grades. 
Their reasons for 
doing this is to increase1 the train 
haul, which they have done to a re­ 
markable extent. 
Barring accidents, 
the length and weight of trains, espe­ 
cially in freight service, is the direct 
index to the length of time on duty 
of the crew, and the physical and 
mental strain that must be exerted. 
It is a very common thing while 
riding on a passenger train to meet 
or pass a freight 
train 
containing 
from sixty to one hundred and ten 
cars, and the thought at ones occurs 
in the laymen’s mind how sinh enor­ 
mous power could be invested in one 
machine to handle such heavy trains 
and how men can bo educated to han­ 
dle 
such 
enormous 
weight 
and 
lengthy train with sufficient skill to 
et them over the road successfully. 
The cost of living lias materially 
increased since 1919, and as the en­ 
gineers and firemen in this country 
are responsible citizens, it is indeed 
fitting 
that 
their 
earning .power 
should he sufficient to meet, at least, 
reasonable demand along this line ii) 
order to maintain a fitting standard 
of living. 


It is a fair estimate that living ex­ 
penses within the last five years have 
increased practically 
25 
per 
cent, 
while the wages of enginemen have 
increased in this corresponding time 
about IO per cent, and even with this 
increase, enginemen in both instances 
are not able to earn as large salaries 
as they did prior to the increase, due 
to the added hardships brougnt about 
by the introduction of larger engines 
and Pue tonnage system, which has 
greatly increased both the labor and 
responsibility 
of the 
engineer and 
fireman, and, requiring them to lay 
off in order to secure the necessary 
rest to stand 
the 
added 
hardship, 
which time off duty means a reduc­ 
tion in their earning capacity, there­ 
fore, it will be understood that the 
earnings of enginemen do not com­ 
pare favorably with the wages of em­ 
ployes in other classes of labor, and 
while tile railway companies try to 
make it appear that enginemen are a 
high paid class of employes, the fact 
remains that their earning capacity 
lias materially decreased, 
while
